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Zasignifioanoe of Biblical 
DiBorepanoies. 

It is one of tbe etniiding objections 
to the authenticity of the Bible, that 
it is not always coxtsisteut with itself. 
How, it is asked, can a book written, 
it is true, by diffiirent authors, but 
dictated by the .siuuo spirit, allow 
witiiin its text irro('onoilHl)le contradic- 
tions and yot. pi'esL-rvQ its cluiractor 
for truth and autlun-ityV Here, it ia 
said, ia a man dying on the cross, the 
Man Divine, the contral figure of the 
Sci'ipture, tlio one iu whose person and 
personal fortunes, from any point of 
view, the deepest interest resides. 
Pour accounts are given of his cruci- 
fixion, all of which on the accepted 
theory must be true; and yet in im- 
portant details they flatly disagree. 
The inscription over the cross, one of 
tlie most distinct and unmistakable 
features of the event, it would bo 
thought, is .not given alike by any two 
of the Evangelists. Thus: 

Matthew — This is Jesus, the King 
of the Jews. 

Mark — The King of llio Jews. 

Luke — This is the King of the Jews. 

John — Jesus of Nazareth, the King 
of the Jews. 

The four accounts arc agreed that 
there was anjinscription over ths crOss 
and they are also agreed as to its 
general tenor- That in which they 
disagree is its precise language. 

The question then is, whether the 
disagreement of witneBses on non-essen- 
tialfl vitiates the force of their agree- 
ment upon essentials. Is not the 
Bible true, and to be received as snob, 
in respect to its mnia facts and its 
general purpose, while at the Ba,me 
time it may harmlessly confuse us as 
to certain minor matters ? 

All Sorts of Haiks. — I suppose you 
youngsters think that all hairs are 
alike, except as to color, but that is 
only .bepamse your eyes are not very 
sh^ifp. .'If your eyes were as sharp as 
a microscope, you could tell from the 
tiniest slice of a hair wbethor it grow- 
on a boy or a quadruped. A human 
hair, I am told, looks, in that search- 
ing little instrument, like a hallow 
tube, quite transparent, and marked 
with irregular lin^-s around it. On 
looking very closely, those lines ai'o 
seen to bo the ends of separate Hurface 
coats, or bark of tho hair. Think of 
your hairs having bark! Inside the 
thin, scaly covering is a fibrous sub- 
atance, from tbe bulb where it begins 
to the point. The color of the bairs 
is decided by the color of tho fluid 
that fills this transparent tube. A 
cat's hair looks, under this prying in- 
strument, like tbe trunk of an old, 
rough palm tree, wbilo a bat's hair re- 
sembles flowers of a trumpet ishapo, 
struck into each other to form a cbuin. 
A bat from India has the trumpf3t 
shaped cuts expanded very wide, and 
notched on tho edge. Hair from the 
head of a bee is pointed and sot with 
short hairs, standing straight out 
from tho stem; and tho hairs of a cat- 
terpillar aro like stout, horny rods, 
drawn to a point, and sot with spines 
onr.eaoh side. 

' This is very queer, but there's 
another thing about it. If tho hairs 
of aheop, and other animals whoso 
hair is used in manufucturoH, had not 
rough scales -which clasp and mat to- 
gether,- they could not be made into 
ielting. That is what makes broad- 
cloth and other woolen cloth so firm 
and Itrong. — Si. Nicholas /or September.

^yo tiuBi that Viclorin has seen tho 
last of so-called Agricultural and 
Horticultural Society's Shows until 
a reorganization on an eniirely new 
footiuR shall first have taken place. 
E\hil./ dons like that of Thursday tend 
but to iold tiie Province up to the 
ridicule and contempt of other Pro- 
vinces, and render tho very numo of 
Show a by-word and reproach. In no 
country on tho face of the earth has 
Nature been more bountiful iu tho be- 
rtowal of her gifts; iuno country can 
a larger return bo insured for tho 
smallest amount of labor than in this, 
whore the "soil requires but to be 
tickled with a hoo to laugh with boun- 
teous crops." So far as quality goes, 
the late e.N.hibition need not hide its 
head before any exhibition over held 
on tho Continent; but when we come 
to mention quantity and variety, they 
did not form features of tho Show. 
Nor do wo speak of agricultural pro- 
ducts when wo say this much. Tho 
agricultural articles had at least tho 
merit of being newly-grown ; they did 
not form a part of last year's exhibi- 
^on. But the sides of the hall were 
ia^^om^ places adorned with pictures, 
cabinets of natural curiosities, speci- 
mena of wool work, etc., that had 
found places and taken prizes at sev- 
eral Buocessive exhibitions in this 
' citj, The exhibits of manufactures 
were good; but there viras neither the 
vafiiety'ndr extent there should have 
'beeii.' Xnthe live stock department 
there were some blooded animals; but 
not nearly so many as there should 
hve been, when we reflect that the 
ooantry roundabout Victoria has given 
Baetenance to stock for fully 20 years; 
and it is humiliating to -have to ac- 
knowledge that vrith so good an op- 
portunity to show what we oould do 
there were only about fifteen really 
very fine animals of all kinds on exhi- 
bition, and that the best stock on the 
ground was imported 1 We British 
Columbians boast of our soil, our 
climate, our scenery; but except we 
have the industry and courage to 
utilize these advantages, wo might as 
well reside in the most sterile and in- 
hospitable part of tho world. We 
approve of Shows; by exciting a spirit 
of emulation and competition they 
contribute to the improvement and 
advancement of a country. But are 
Shows, as conducted here, calculated 
to'inspire emulation and competition ? 
Do they cause "two blades of grass to 
grow where one grev/ before;" do they 
tend to the improvement of stock or 
crops? After eleven years' trial we 
unii'esitatingly reply ,Noj and the proof 
of the correctness of the reply lies in 
the fact that the Show of Thursday 
was the poorest yet held in the 
City. Ten years ago, when the 
breadth of land cultivated was 
not a twentieth part of tliat 
now under control, and when there wns 
not n single miiDufaotory in the l-*rovinco, 
the Show was a fuller and better one than 
,tbat of yosterdoy. While the country is 
' said to bo advancing in population and 
wealth and farming land rising in valuo, 
tho Show of Thursday, if it is not to be 
regarded as an exhibition of the poverty 
of iiica or tho rotroKro.ssion of the iiiduH- 
trial cliiHses, was pretty .strong ovidonco 
of tho want of sulliniont interest in micb 
affaira to render thorn successful. Now, 
there exists lioro in our midtst all tho olo- 
'menta conducive to prosperity and great- 
-nesB. Why, then, are they not utilized; 
and if utilized, why are not the results 
that flow from tho woll-Rustainod em|)]oy- 
nicnt of tboao olomonts phicinl on exhi- 
bition? Wo iiro Hiiro that there i.H no 
lack of energy, forethought and jjublie- 
spiritodiicss iimong our pedjile; but thoy 
need leading, encouraging and stiujuhit- 
inj^, and to accomplish that is the vety 
object intonded to bo reached in tho for- 
mation of Agric;ulturul Hoci'3ti:-B. It i.s 
to Kiich Hocii'ticH, t.hereforo, that we must 
loolc to arouao the i)U()plo to n seiiHo of 
their duty in tliis respect. A projx'rly 
orgiiiiiziM.l Hoeiety, witli "live" ollioer.s 
and dircotors, would make tho next Show 
a brilliant success, and pave the way for 
still greater triumphs in tho near future. 
Tho itip Van WinkloH amongst us mwt 
u\v;iki^ii fr(jni their twent;,' yeiirs' imp and 
bci.r thi-dr kIiuio of llio duty tlu'y havo 
liitliorto Huirkiul. .Vll the world isnioving 
wl\ilG thoy stand btil' and yawn.

Canada Supremo Cqiirfc,,,. 

[Toronto Globo.) 

It was essential that the Bupreme 
Court should from tho very outset 
comniaud by the intellect anc; judicial 
.stimcling of it.s nienibors the most im- 
plicit confidence of tho country. At 
tlie Hiinio timo it wan fibaohitc ly noccH- 
aary that rrovincial distinctions and 
difforoncos with regard to th» law and 
to legal procedure should be kept in 
view. It may safoly bo aflinnod that 
public oiMuiou will go hear iily with 
tho appoiulmouts, should those above 
suggested bo ultimately appi.'oved by 
His Exollenoy. No judge has ever 
more thoroughly commandet. tho ro- 
spoet of the community than Chief 
Justice Richards. His legal acumon, 
shrewd oommou souse, and liberal 
turn of mind havo marked him out as 
eminently worthy of the high honor to 
which by report he is desighjited. 

Tho satisfaction generally expressed 
at tho appointment of Mr. Justice 
Strong to tho position of Senior Judge 
of tho Ontario CuurL of Errot; and Ap- 
l^eal foreshadowed tho sentiments with 
which his further promotion will be 
regarded. 

Mr. Founiier, tlio late Minister of 
Justice, is t\ umn of sterling ability, 
ftud entitled to a seat on the Supromo 
Bench by his position at ihe (Juobec Bar 

Mr. JusticG Tasehereau is a judge of 
ex2'orionco and eminent ability, and, 
conjointly with Mr. Fournier, will 
give the Lower Proviucoa a most ofii- 
cient ropresontation in the now Court. 

Chief Justice Uitchio's claims, es- 
tablished by his ripe experience on the 
Bench ot the Province of Now BruuB- 
wick, will not bo disputed. 

Mr. Henry stands at tho head of bis 
profession in Nova Scotia, of which 
province lie lias twice been Attorney- 
General. He wa-i formerly actively en- 
gaged in public life, but being defeat- 
ed as a Union candidate in 18G7, has 
not since appeared in the political 
arena. 

The appointments, if they are carri- 
ed out, will create vacancies in the 
Court of Error and Appeal for Ontario 
and in tho Ontario Court of the 
Queen's Bench. Whilst tho two 
sy.steiu of Common Law and Equity 
are being gradually brought more 
and more into harmony with each 
other, and appeals lie from both to 
the Ai)pellftte Court, the Equity 
branch has, so far, had only one re- 
prorontativo in that Court. This fa.^t 
will, no doubt, elVcct tho selection of 
Mr. Justice Strong's successor. It is 
understood that Mr. Thomas Moss, 
who, in the absence of Mr. Blake, 
stands at the head of the Equity Bar, 
has boon strongly pressed, as a matter 
of public duty, to ac(!0pt tho vacant 
judgeship, and that it is more than 
probiiblo he will return an affirmative 
answer. 

Tlie amount of business whicli has, 
for various reasons, accumulated in 
the Court of Queen's Bench, as well 
as other considerations, made it nec- 
essary that its chief should bo a man 
of eminence in his profession, and in 
the full vigor of life. The Government, 
it io said, liave sought to meet those ro- 
quireinents by the appointment of Mr. B. 
A, Harrison, t^. (J. , who, although not a 
political Bujjporter of tho present Admin- 
istration, has the higher qualiflcation of 
being unquestionably the leading barris- 
ter in aotive practice at the Ontario Com- 
mon Law Bar. 

In Xow Brunswick it is not, we think, 
improbable that Chief Justice Ritchie 
will bo succeeded by Judge .VUen in tho 
Chief Justice.ilup, and that Mr. Duff, Q. 
C, will take the puisne judgeship. Tho 
only political vacancies created by those 
arrangemeuts, if carried out. will be the 
Postmaster Generalship in the Cabinet, 
and the seats in tho House of Commons 
hold respectively by i\lr. Moss, for West 
Toronto, and Mr. Fournier, for Bello- 
chaase.

THE VANGUARD COURT-MAUTIAL. 

The Vanguard Court-inartial has as- 
sembled at Devouport. Bear Admi^ 
Lord John Hay is president. The 

nominal prisoners are Captain Dawtins 
and Hie rest, of tlio ofHcers of the Van- 
guard. Capt Diiwkius made a long 
statnmont vindicating his seumanshiiJ 
and attGiition to duty at the time of 
the collision between his vessel and 
tho Iron Duke. In answer to a ques- 
tion, ho said he did not believe that 
on the occasion of tho Vanguard stop- 
ping because a sail was reported right 
ahead of her the Iron Duke was sig- 
nalled that the Vanguard had stopped, 
but tho engines were only stopped a 
quarter of a minute. That the Iron 
Duko was not so .signalled was because 
of want of time. Only about a min- 
ute elapsed between the time when 
the strange ship was seen ' and tho 
time when the Iron Duke was seen 
coming through the fog. 

ITEMS. 

It is proposed to organise a work- 
inginen's excursion to America next 
year. It is to leave Liverpool early in 
Juno, visit Now York, Washington, 
Baltimore, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, 
Chicago, have a day at the Niagara 
Falls, yisit the chief cities of Canada, 
embark at Quebec for Europe, and re- 
turn to England about the middle of 
August, 

A large brewing firm in Glasgow, 
Scotland, have begun importing Cali- 
fornia barley. 

A threatening letter has been sent 
to one of the Malton (Buckingham- 
shire) inagi.striitos, in which tlio writer 
threatens to take his life i4he convicts 
iu any further prosecutions for uoii- 
vaccination. 

A sad disaster is reported at Ply- 
mouth. Ten marines were drowned 
in tho Sound while returning from a 
prize shootiuf; match held in Mount 
Edgcombe Park, and were on board a 
boat which is said to have been so 
heavily laden that there were only two 
inches of freeboard. 

SCARCTTY OF LABOR IK ENOLAND. 

A resident among fitrmors and mar- 
kot-gardcners iu England says the 
supply of labor in Britain has boon so 
depleted l)y eniigration that it is with 
the utmost dilliculty farmers can get 
men. The Irish present themselves 
uo more — nobody now tramps in 
searcli of work. The writer's own 
garden i.s a mass of woods iu default 
of n common digger. An employer 
dare not speak to a field-hand in the 
way of reproof for fear he should fling 
down scytho or sickle and walk off. A 
cow-milker or shoe-black can scarcely 
bo got. As for women to hoe or pick, 
double tho old wagcti fail to secure 
them. Domestic servants are scarce, 
and ilomand extortionate wages. Bail- 
way contractors and farmers outbid 
each other in their desperation. 
What, ho asks, is to be the end of 
such a state of things ? 

Tho second iutpiest held upon the 
body of one of the victims of tho 
Solent accident terminated yesterday. 
Contrary to anticipations, tho jury 
were unanimous in their verdict this 
timo. They found it "Accidental 
Death." To this they added an ex- 
pression of opinion that there was an 
error of judgment on tno part of the 
navigating oilicer of the Alberta, and 
that a slower rate of speed ought to bo 
maintained. Public feeling iu the 
neighbourhood still runs high, and 
the finding of the jury was received 
with some hissing at the back part of 
the court, and Captain Welch and 
Prince Leiningen wore loudly hooted 
by the mob when they made their ap- 
pearance in tho High-street. 

Of the six large landowners who 
were asked by the Labour League if 
they would sell any of their pro party 
to the society to be farmed by the 
membera, two, it is stated, havo re- 
plied. Lord Wavoiiey and the Earl of 
Leicester. Both are understood to 
havo oxprt\ssed their willingnoss to 
treat with the League. Lord Waveu- 
ey is said to recommend the purchase 
of large farms at centres to be decided 
upon, and whither surplus laoburfrom 
tho surrounding districts could bo 
drafted, rather than the acquisition of 
a number of small scattered hold- 
ings. 

Miss Dickenson, the heroine of the 
Baker trial, is now in Paris, staying 
at tho Lttuvro Hotel. She is going to 
stay a luonlli in that city. 

A Mirror in llio Mojon. 

The most remarkable discovery is 
rc])orted from the astronomical ob- 
servatory established by tho Russian 
Ciovennnoiil iiL Pamlateska, the high- 
est point, with one oxcoptiou, on the 
Himalayan riingo. For several months 
a peculiar bright spot had been dis- 
covered shining from the extrenw edge 
of the moon's disk, at a point where 
uo mountains break tho continuity of 
its perimeter. This light suddenly 
diBaj)pearcd and remained invisible 
for nearly twelve months. It has late- 
ly reappeared iu greater brilliancy 
than ever, and the immense power of 
the telescope attached to the above 
observatory, so woll known iu tho 
tic-ieiitilie worlil, lias developed the 
fni;t tliat tlio ligiit piocoods from some 
hiigo buriii.sliOLl Hub.stanco, acting uh 
a mirror, wliich iniiHt bo at least one 
hundred feet iu diameter. Tho most 
astonishing thing in the matter is the 
almost comploto proof that this is ac- 
tually a luiiror of artilioial construc- 
tion, and the theory of tiio savans at 
Pamlatesko is, thcA it is erccttid for 
tho observations of a sciontilic charac- 
ter, principiilly to observe tho phases 
of tho earth's surface. 

It is woll known that tho immense 



height of that portion of the moon 
which is turned toward the earth, not 
only, through the m-oII known laws of 
gravitation, keeps that portion of lier 
surface turned towardti us, but also 
renders it uninhabitable.,. It . is sup- 
posed that the side turned from us 
mriy have an atmosiihero suitable for 
animal life, intelligent beings, observ- 
ing tho halo of light shod around its 
horizon by reflections, frpm. the: earth, 
may have taken this means to ascer- 
tain the cause. Some ingenious de- 
vice to place a mirror at a height 
whore nnimal life could not bo sus- 
tained, was tho result. It is honed 
this discovery may lead to others* iu 
regard to our interesting satellite. 

Origin and Seoreoy of In- 
ventions. 



A century ago -what a man discover- 
ed in the arts ho concealed. Work- 
men were put upon oath never to re- 
veal the process used by their em- 
ployers. Doors were kept closed, vis- 
itors were rigorously excluded from 
admission, and false operations blind- 
ed workmen themselves. Tho mys- 
teries of every craft were hedged in 
by thick fences of empirical preten- 
tions and judieidl ailirination. The 
royal manufactories of porcelain, for 
example, were carried on in Eurojie 
with a spirit of jealous oxclusivenoss. 
His Majesty of Saxony was especially 
circumspect. Not content with the 
oath of secrecy imposed upon the 
people, ho would not abate his kingly 
suspicion in favor of a brother mon- 
arch. Neither ICing nor King's dele- 
gates might enter the tabooed walls 
of Meissen. What is erroneously 
called the Dresden porcelain — that 
exquisite pottery of which tho world 
has never seen the like — was manu- 
factured for two hundred years by 
a process so very secret that neither 
the bribery of Princes nor the garrul- 
ity of the operatives ever revealed it. 
Other discoveries have been less suc- 
cessfully guarded, fortunately for the 
world. The manufacture of tinware 
in Europe originated in a stolen se- 
cret. Few readers need to be inforru- 
ed that tinware is simply thin iron 
l>lated with tin by being dipped into 
the molton-motal. In theory it is an 
easy matter to clean the surface of the 
iron; dip it into a bath of the boUing 
tin, and remove it enveloped with the 
silvery metal to a place for cooling. In 
practice, however, the process is one 
of tho most difficult iu the arts. It 
was discovered in Holland, and guard- 
ed from publicity with the utmost 
vigilance for nearly half a century. 
England tried in vain to discover the 
secret, until James Sherman, a Cor- 
nish minor, crossed the channel, in- 
sinuated himself master of tho secret, 
nud brought it homo. The secret of 
manufacturing cast steel was also 
stealthily obtained, and is now within 
the reach of all artizans.

GENTLEMEN;— As a general election 
for members to represent you in the Lo- 
cal Parliament of this Province ia about 
to take place, 1 have dotorniined, in ac- 
cordance with a very general request of 
tho electors of your District, to ofl'er my- 
self as a candidate. 

Tho early date at which I hoar the 
elections are to be held will prevent my 
meeting you personally, as I had intend- 
ed.

The school HyHteiii of this I'rovinco I 
ccmsidi'r good, anil with tlio siiocess ap- 
parent lliat has attended the boarding 
Mchonl lit Cache Creek, I would advocate 
a further expenditure in that direction, 
and consider that Kamloops and other 
portions of thia Iiirge Province should 
iiavc institutions erected of a lilfo charac- 
ter. 

I'hu formiilion (.f .-\gricu Itural Societies 
llirouf^hmit the L'roviiice, you me avvaro, 
1 liave for Minin tiaie advocated, anil I 
Would support any measure giving u lib- 
eral grant nf money to aid suoh societies.

iniiiion (iovei niiH-iit did not iiisiht on an 
early ('oiiiiiienri nieiil of raihviiy t^onntruo- 
tioii on the .Miiinlaiid, and an o((iial dis- 
tnliiitioii l)et^^•|■en \'ancouver Island and 
t he .'\liiiiilaiid of any compensation that 
mighl bo ollcrud for tho nonfultilmeut of 
the Terms of Union.
